2.2 * 
dead in treſpailes and finnes , you walked 
after the Prjnce that ryleth.in the ayre,, 
after the ſpitite that nowe worketh in the 
children of diſabedience; but God ho is 
ritche in mercies, through the great loue 
wherwith he loued vs, euen when we were 
dcad, hath quickned vs ia his ſonne Chriſt, 
- , Thisargumeut,dearely beloued, ſceing 
it is ſo ſtrong, let vs applie it vato aur 
FR. ſelues, 
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lelues, fo2 our diſeaſe cleaueth faſt᷑ bnfo 
our bones w long continuaunce, and we 
baue ne&de of ſharpe medicine to heale if 
againe. Let vs therfoze vſc if(Jbcfeeche 
vou) and if Gods ſpirit haue not foꝛſaken 
vs, p we be vncureable, no doubt we ſhall 
recouer and grow to amendment. Let vs 
ſe our own eſtate, ⁊ what God hath done 
fo; vs, what clowdye dapes haue gone o⸗ 
ner our heads,and in how fayze ſunſhine 
we be ſet again, and no doubt wher ſinne 
bereafter ſhall alare bs as befoze, it wyll 
make vs afrayd ot his deceitful baite, and 
we wil neuer beb2onght to þ benty of the 
golden cup, to dzinke of p ſpiritual whoz - 
doms that are within. We were in times 
palt Gentyles,and vncircumeiſed people, 
nowe Chꝛiſt hath pulled downe the wall 
of ſeperation, and made vs all one, euen 
his chyldꝛen of adoption. Me were ali- 
ants from the common wealth of Jſraelt, 
nowe we are recepued as Citizens, in the 
company of his faithful. We were ſtran⸗ 
gers from the touenaunt and pꝛompfe, 
now Chil bath delyuered a new Teſta⸗ 
ment, in which we alſo are wzitte heires 
of merty. Me lyued ſometyme in igno⸗ 
rance, and had no hope, now we haue re⸗ 
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cepued knowledge, and ars cõfozted. Me 
were without Ood in the woꝛlde, and 
could no wher lap downe the terrours of 
our (innes , but nowe we haue receiued 
þ ſpirit of adoption, by which we cry Ab- 
ba, Father. And what ſhovld J ſay moze? Ro. 8. 18. 
we were ſubiect vnto ſinne, hel, death and 
tondemnation, now Chziſt hath ſpoiled Col. 2. 15 
the pꝛincipallites and powers, delivered 
Ps out of that power of darknes tranſla⸗ Col. 1. 13 
ted vs into a kingdome of immoztalitie 
- and grace, Ectept we haue (ef our barks Ezec. 3.5 
- as an Adamant ſtone , oz as the Pꝛopbet 
ſaitb made our harts e faceslike p Flint, 
it is impoſſible but that thys cogitacion 
Goulde mone bs, Oz if it do not ſo, ſure- 
ly ſurelye , though the Loꝛd had not ſpo- 
ken it thus often vnto vs, oꝛ if tht Dcrip- 
ture were not wꝛittt᷑ foʒ our inſtruction, 
pet p law of Nature would cõdempne vs 
foꝛ moſt vntbankful men. Day and night 
de ſhould beare a witnes in our own cd- 
ſcit᷑ce. how fearful indgemet God hath re- 
© ſerued foꝛ ſo grrat iniquity. Whoambgſt 
vs could beare it, to be rewarded with 
ts bnthankfulnes, wher we haue wel deſer- = 
ued: To be contemned of thoſe , whom 
8 we rayſed vp to honour : To be ſpopled 
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ol fhoſe, whom befoze we had clothed2To 


be betrayed of thoſe, wbom we haue elpe⸗ 


cially truſted? And how then are we blin⸗ 
ded 4 vnderſtand nothing; Howe ſhall the 
Lo2d beare it at our handes, if we be bn- 
thankfull vnto him, it we contemne him. 
robbe him of his honour, wbo alone hath 
made vs gloꝛious, when we were cones + 
red with our owne ſhame and confaſions- . 
The Loꝛde graunt vs his holy ſpirit, that 
we decepue not our ſelues.

This is the care that we muff haue of 
our Miniſterie, if we wyl haue the goſpel 
of Chꝛiſt to growe. This care was grea⸗ 
teſt vnto the godly Rulers and Pꝛinces of 
Iſrael , to the ende they might kepe the 
Sanduarie vndefiled . This care muſt be 
greateſt in thoſe that be Chꝛiſtian Pagi⸗ 
ſtrates, it they loue Gods glo2y,+ increaſe 
of his Goſpell. Thus dyd king Salomon in 
the begynning of his raygne, when he put 
downe Abiathar, f made Sadoc hie Pꝛieſf. 
Thus did leoſaphat, when to refoꝛme Re- 
ligion, he ſent foꝛth Leuites into the coſts

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of Iſrael. Thus dyd Fzechias at p enfrance 
of his kingdome, wbenthis was his firſt 


care, howe the Lentfes might be pꝛouided 


foꝛ. ut of all other Moſcs, who had retei⸗ 


ued the comanndement of God bim ſelke, 
as appraretb, dyd eſpetiallp ſœæ what was 
the necefſitic of the Piniſter. In the. iz. ot

What here chaunſed to Chriſte 
Jeſus him ſelf, that J myght proue 
to haue chaunſed and daylp to chaũ⸗ 
ce to the veritie of his bleſſed woꝛde 
in al ages ſrom the begynnynge. 
Fo2 as Chꝛiſte hym ſelf in this their 
trouble, was iudged and eſtemed 
by his diſaples at the ſirſte ſyght a 
ſpirite oꝛ phantaſtical body:ſo is the 
truth and ſyncere preachinge of his

The cauſe herof is the darke ig⸗ 
noraunce of Bod, which in cuery a⸗ 
ge ſyth the beginnyng ſo oner whel

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trare. Moſes was inſtructed i al the 
artes of the Egypcianes, Paule a 
proude Phariſey coniured agapnſt 
Chꝛiſte and his doctrine. And many 
in this ſame our age, whan the truth 
of God was offred vnto them, were 
ſoꝛe affrayed and cried agaynſt it, 
only becauſe the darke cloudes of 
ignoraunce had troubled them befo 
re. But this matter J omitte and let 
paſſe, til more opportunitie.

their affliccion and anguyſhe by 
the crueltie which newly was exer- 
cyſed ouer them, that with open 
monthes they curſed Moſes (and no 
doute in their hertes they hated god 
who ſent hym) alledgyng that Mo⸗ 
ſes and Aaron was the hole cauſe of 
their laſt extreme trouble. 


The lpke is to be ſeen in the boke 
of Kynges, both vnder Eliſeus and 
Eſaias the Prophetes. For in the 
dayes of Jorã ſonne of Achab was 
Samaria beſeged by the king of Sy 
ria. In which Samaria no doute 
(albeit the — and the moſt mul 

titude were wicked) ther was yet ſort 
membꝛes of Boddes electe church 
which wer bꝛought to ſuch extreme 

fa min, that not only thinges of ſmal 
price were ſold beyond al meaſure? 
but alſo womẽ agaynſt nature were 

cõpelled to eat their owe childꝛen. 
In this ſame citie Eliſeus the Pro⸗ 
phete moſt commonly was conuer- 
ſant and dwelt, by whoſe counſel 
and commaundement no doute the

citie was kepte, foꝛ it appearcth the

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to their eares his foꝛmer pꝛomiſes 
to them, which oftentymes they had 
befoꝛe.

His woꝛde is lyke vnto ſwete ſmel⸗ 
lynge oyntmẽt oꝛ fragrant flowꝛes, Simile.

Marke well dere bꝛethꝛẽ, befoꝛe

table ſauoure: But whe he ſpeaketh, 
the ſwete odoure of his voyce pear⸗ 
ſeth their heartes. Foꝛ what * 
was in the heartes of the diſciples, 
when they herde theſe woꝛdes: Be 
of good — it is J. That is: 
Judge not that J am a ſpirite come 
to pour deſtruccion, No. I am come 
fo: pour — 42 al is J. Youre 
maiſter, vea ow maiſter moſt fami⸗ 
liar, It is J, whoſe voyce and doc⸗ 
trine you knowe, foꝛ ye are mp ſhepe. 
It is J, whoſe woꝛkes you haue ſe⸗ 
ne, alt ough per fptly pe conſydered 
not the ſame. Ber is IJ, who cõmaun⸗ 
ded you to entre into this iournep, 
and therfoꝛe am I come to pou now 
in the houre of your trouble, e ther⸗ 
foꝛe: be not affrayed . This ſtoꝛme 
ſhall ceaſſe, and you ſhalbe delyuered 
What comfoꝛte (IJ ſap)deare bꝛe 
then, was in the hertes of the diſci⸗ 
ere Chꝛiſtes voice, c know 
ynge hym by the ſame, can neither 
the tounge noꝛ penne of mã expreſſe, 
but onely: ſuche as after longe con⸗

Fo2 im⸗ 
mediatly after he heard his maſters 
voice, he ſayeth: Loꝛde, yk it be thou, 
Commaunde me to come vnto the 
bpon the waters. Here mape be 
ſene, what Chꝛiſtes vopce had wꝛou⸗ 
ght in Peters herte, truely not onlye 
a foꝛgettynge and contempt of * 
greate tempeſte, but alſo ſuche bolde 
neſſe and lo ue, that he coulde feare 
no daunger folowyng, but aſſuredly 
dyd beleue, that his maiſter Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtes puiſſaunce, power and myghte 
was ſuche, that nothyng myght re⸗ 
ſiſte his woꝛde and cõmaũ dement, 
and therfoꝛe he ſayeth: Commaũde 
me to come. As thoughe he woulde Ne bas 
ſape:J deſpꝛe no moꝛe but the aſſu⸗ Peer conſis 
raunce of thy commaundement. f Jeridnot 
thou wilt commaunde, J am deter- Fi, owne 
mined to obeye. Foz aſſuredlye J weakeneſſe. 
knowe that the waters can not pꝛe⸗ 
vaile againſt me. Yf thou ſpeake the 
woꝛde, So that what ſo euer is poſ⸗ 
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ſible vnto thee, by thy wil and woꝛd 
tnape be poſſible vnto me. 

Thus Chiiſte to inſtructe Peter 
further, and vs by his example con⸗ 
deſcended vnto his petition. And c 
maunded him to come . And Peter 
quickly leauyng Þ bote, came downe 
from it and walked vpo the waters, 
to come to Chꝛiſte. Thus farre of Pe 
2. facte, in whyche lyeth ge eat a⸗ 

oundaunce of doctrine, but J will 
paſſe ouer al that e appertai 
neth not to the qualitie of this time 
within the realme of Englande. 

Befoꝛe it is ſayd welbeloued bꝛe 
thꝛẽ, that ſomtymes the meſſengers 
Jof lyfe are iudged to be very meſſen⸗ 
gers of death, g that not onely with 
the repꝛobate, but alſo with goddes 
5 gelecte. As was Moſes with the Iſ⸗ 

raelites . Jeremie with the citie of 
Jeruſalt᷑, and Chꝛiſte him ſelfe with 
his apoſtles. But that is not a ſynne 
permanẽt and that abydeth foꝛ euer 
at lcyght with godde es electe, but it vanyſhet 
Hiome the awape in ſuche ſoꝛte, x or not onely 
voyce of they knowe ß vopce of their paſtour, 
theire owne but alſo they earneſtly ſtudye to obep 
Paſtoure, and folowe it with the daunger of 
theyz owne lyues. For this is the 2

cial difference betwixte the childꝛen 
of God and = repꝛobate: 

The one obeyeth God ſpeaking 
by his meſſengers, whome they im - 
bꝛace wyth vnfayned loue. And that 
they do: ſomtymes not onely againſt 
al woꝛldly appcaraunce, but alſo a- 
gainſt ciuile ſtatutes and oꝛdinaun⸗ 
ces of men. And therfoꝛe in their 

reat extremitie receyue they com⸗ 
Gate beyonde expectacion. 

The other alwayes reſyſteth god 
des meſſengers, © hateth his woꝛde. 
And therfoꝛe in 2 great aduerſi⸗ 
tie God either taketh from them the 
pꝛeſence of his woꝛde, oꝛ els they fal 
into ſo deadly deſperacion, that al⸗ 
though goddes meſſengers be ſente 
vnto them, yet neyther can they re⸗ 
ceaue comfoꝛte by Goddes pꝛomy⸗ 
ſes, neyther folowe the colifel of god 
des true meſſengers, be it neuer ſo 
perfite and frutful. Hereof haue we 
many euident teſtimonies within 
the ſcriptures of God. 

Of Saul it is plaine that God 
ſo lefte him, that neither wolde pe 
geue him aunſwere by pꝛophete, by 
dꝛeame, noꝛ by viſion. 

To Ahas kynge of Juda in his 
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great anguyſhe and feare , whiche 
he had conceyned by the multitude 
of thoſe that were coniured againſt 
Eſa.7, bym, was ſent Eſay the . to 
aſſure him by Goddes pꝛomiſe, that 
his enemyes ſhould not pꝛeuaile a⸗ 
gainſt hym, and to confirme him in 
the ſame, the pꝛophete requyꝛed him 
to deſire a ſigne of God,either from 
the heauen, 02 beneth in the depe, 
but ſuche was the deadly deſperaci⸗ 
on of him that alwayes had deſpiſed 
Goddes pꝛophetes, and had moſte 
abhominablp defiled him ſelfe with 
Idolatrye, that no conſolation could 
entre into his herte, but deſperatlye 
and with a diſſemblyng and fained 
* he refuſed all the offers of 
AGES 
And albeit God kept touch with 
God ſomty that hipocrite foꝛ that tyme (whiche 
me ſheweth was not done fot his cauſe , but fot 
mercy to an the ſaftie of his afflicted Churche) 
hypocryte yet after eſcaped he nat the venge⸗ 
for thecau- aunce of God, 
fe of his The lyke we rede of Zedechias 
Churche. the wꝛetched and laſte kynge of Ju- 
da, befoꝛe the deſtruccion of the citie 
of Jeruſalem, who in his great fear 
and extreme anguyſhe ſente foꝛ Jere 
mie 
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mie the pꝛophet, and ſecretly demañ 


ded of him howe he myght eſcape Tere. 37,33. 


+» great daũger that appearedwha 
the Caldees beſected the citic. And 
the pꝛophete boldly ſpake and com- 
maũded the Fynge,y f he would ſaue 


bis lyfe and the cytie, to render and 


geue vp him ſelfe into the handes of 
the kinge of Babylon. But the myſc- 
rable kynge had no grace to folowe 
the pꝛophetes counſel, becauſe he ne 
ner delyted in ſayd pꝛophetes do⸗ 
ctrine, neither pet had ſhewed vnto 
hym any frendly fauoure. But euen 
as the enemies of God the chief pꝛe 


ſtes and falſe pꝛophetes required of 
the kynge, ſo was the good pꝛophet 


cuel intreated , ſomtymes caſte into 
pꝛiſon, and ſomtymes judged a con- 
dempned to dye. The moſte euident 
teſtimonie of Fe wilfull blyndynge 
of wicked Idolatrers is wꝛittẽ and 
recited in the ſame pꝛophete Jere⸗ 
mye, as foloweth . 

After that the cytie of Jeruſalem 
was bꝛente and deſtroyed, the kynge 
ledde awaye pꝛiſoner, his ſonnes 
chiefe nobles 2 , and the hole 
vengeaunce of Bod powꝛed out vpo 
the diſobedient: Pet ther was lefte a 
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remnaunmt in the lande to occupie x 
poſſeſſe the ſame, who called vpon 
the pꝛophete Jerempe to Fnorve con 
cernyng them the will and pleaſure 
of God: whether they ſhould remain 
ſtyl in the land ef Judea as was a 
pointed and permitted by the Cal- 
dees, oꝛ pf they ſhoulde departe and 
flye into Egypt. To certifie them of 
this their doute, they deſpre the pꝛo 
phete to p:ape for them vnto God. 
Who condeſcendynge and graun⸗ 
yng their peticion, pꝛomiſed to Fepe 
backe nothing from them, which the 
Loꝛde God ſhould open vnto hym. 
And they in lyke maner taking God 
to recoꝛde and witneſſe, made a fo- 
lempne vowe, to obey what ſo euer 
the Loꝛde ſhould aunſwere by hym. 
But when the pꝛophete by the inſpi 
ration of the ſpirite of God and af- 
ſured reuclacion and knowledge of 
his wyll, cõmaũded them to remain 
ſtil in the lãde that they were in, pꝛo 
myſpng them pf 1 ſo would do, 
that God would there plante them, 
and that he would repent of all the 
plage s that he had bꝛought vppon 
them. And that he would be — 
them, 
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them, to delyuer them from the han- 
des of the kynge of Babilon , But 
contrarywyſe pf they would not o⸗ 
beye the voyce of the Loꝛde, but 
would agaynſt his coͤmaundement 
go to Egypte, thynkinge that there 
they ſhould lyue in reſte and aboun⸗ 
daunce, without any frare of warre 
and penurye of victualles, then the 
veray plagues whpche they feared 
ſhoulde come 125 them and take 


them. Fo: (ſaycth the pꝛophet) it ſhal 
come to paſſe : that all men that ob - 
ſtinatlyc wyll go to Egypte there to 
remayne, ſhall dye either by ſwoꝛde, 
by honger, oꝛ peſtilence.

Foꝛ ſo mape be eſpied bp ß an⸗ 
fwere of Zedechias the — iv when 
Jeremie counſapled, that he ſhould 
alſo rendꝛe him ſelfe into the hãdes 
of Nabuchodonozer he ſayeth: J fea 
re theſe Jewes, that are fled to the 
Caldies, leſt perchaunce they giue 
me into their handes. E 
Hereoff it is plain that many wer 
departed from hym, whom he fea⸗ 
red more than he dyd his enemies. 
Manp mo teſtimonies myght be 
bꝛought, to declare howe myghtelye 
Hoddes woꝛde ſpoken by man, hath 
wꝛought in the hertes of great mul⸗ 
titudes.

But theſe pꝛemiſſes are 
ſufficient to pꝛoue, aſwel pa God- 
des woꝛde dꝛaw eth his electe after 
it, againſt woꝛldlye appearaunce, a⸗ 
gaynſt natural affeccions, agaynſt 
cyuil ſtatutes and conſtituc ons: as 
alſo, that ſuche as obey godd. s ſpea

cion , Foꝛ onely ſuche as obeped the
